A litde before noon, to-day a slight 


shook of earthquake was distinctly felt by 
the eitiiena of this locality, and many sup- 
posed that another nitro-glycerine oxplo- 
aiou had taken place. At several of the 
well* peculiar phenomena were observed. 
Ia one ease, upon the Clark farm, a well 
that produces about fift««a barrel* of oil, 
suddenly commenced to flosr at the rate 
of about thirty barrels par day, then drop- 
ped off, and for an hour scarcely yielded 
any oil Some demoralisation occurred 
amo&g land owners lest the bottom had fal- 
len out of the territory, and the production 
ceased; but a cravice-soarcher proves that 
it is still there. 


Ono family who are suffering with 


fever and oguo thought thoir "shakes" 
were coming on and proceeded to dose up 
with quinine, but it proved to ba a false 
alarm. In ono store several articles are 
missing, supposed to havo been jrtrred 
down by tbo shook, and in several in- 
stances quantities of oil belonging to the 
"land interest" disappeared, probably swal- 
low up by tho earth.
